Only 22 In Area Building Fallout Shelters 


(First In A Series Of Three)

Twenty-two Lower Bucks County 
residents concerned with the in­ 
creased threat of nuclear war 
and fallout have taken steps to 
protect their families’ safety by 
constructing fallout shelters. 


These are the figures obtained 
recently from Lower Bucks offi­ 
cials who issue building permits 
and Morrisville Borough's Civil 
Defense director. If there are oth­ 
er shelters being built they haven’t 


gotten the permits which are re­ 
quired by all Lower Bucks mu­ 
nicipalities. 
These shelters will house ap­ 
proximately 90 persons. Five are 
now ready for occupancy and the 
others are in various stages of 
construction. 
Building Own Shelters 
All except two of the shelters 
are 
being 
constructed 
under­ 
ground — with concrete. The oth­ 
er shelters are of the basement 
variety. 


Twelve of the underground struc­ 


tures being built to federal Civil 
Defense specifications are in Lev­ 
ittown or Fairless Hills, where 
basements are nonexistent. Eight 
of the residents are building the 
shelters themselves and the oth­ 
ers are using the services of con­ 
tractors. 


Emergency Exit 


“Do-It-Yourself” shelters range 
in cost from $500 to $850. Con­ 
tracted shelter construction costs 
between $1,200 and $1,500. All of 
the shelters are designed to house 
a minimum of four people, us­ 


ually two adults and two chil­ 
dren. 


The shelters 
are 
being 
em­ 
placed under driveways, in back­ 
yards, and adjacent to homes. One 
man is building a shelter that 
extends from inside his basement 
through the rear of his home to 
the outside. 
Several 
shelter 
builders 
are 
planning for an emergency exit. 


One of the biggest problems in 
building the shelter is scooping 
out a 10-foot deep hole, shoring 
up the side walls and keeping 


away from sewer, water and gas 
lines. 


Shelter Areas 


Middletown Township plans to 
install underground shelters. Mid­ 
dletown is the first local govern­ 
ment to take such action. 


Industries such as the Fairless 
Works, Rohm & Haas and Thio- 
kol have provided shelter areas 
for workers. 


In 
Middletown, 
officials 
are 
consulting with architect Michael 
Meloni of Langhorne. He is sched­ 


uled to prepare sample plans for 
shelters near the municipal build­ 
ing. The shelters would serve as 
an alternate township headquar­ 
ters for officials and employes. 
Municipal funds v/ill pay for the 
shelters. Cost figures are as yet 
not available, according to Pat­ 
rick Shields, board of supervisors 
chairman. 


More Inquiries 


Lower Bucks officials who is­ 
sue building permits for shelter 
construction report many 
more 
inquiries about shelters than per­ 


mits issued. A spokesman for a 
shelter construction company that 
recently displayed a shelter on 
the Levittown-Shop-A-Rama mall 
said 18 persons had bought shel­ 
ters. Issuance of building permits, 
the basis for the figures con­ 
tained in this article, do not re­ 
flect these purchases yet. 


Those 
installing 
the 
shelters 
have not been subject to criticism 
or cat-calls. On the contrary, sev­ 
eral of the builders report in-

The 
Bristol Township School 
Board last night tabled a request 
from Superintendent Robert P. 
Martin that the board once again 
sponsor the annual youth concert 
which for the past several years 
has been given in a township 
school by the Delaware Valley 
Philharmonic Orchestra. 


The motion to table the request 
was made by board member Ni­ 
cholas DeMara. 


DeMara declared that he does 
not believe the students have been 
deriving the cultural good for 
which the concerts were design­ 
ed. He said that on more than 
one occasion he has arrived at 
tho concerts to find students run­ 
ning 
through 
school 
corridors, 
making excessive noise in the 
auditorium, 
arriving 
late 
and 
generally misbehaving. 


Martin was instructed to take 
no further action pending a check 
with the township Joint PTA Coun­ 
cil, which has co-sponsored past 
concerts with the board. 


The concerts have cost the tax­ 
payers about $10 a performance, 
according to the superintendent. 


In other business, the board 
adopted an order directing that 
youngsters -playing 
on 
school 
property after school hours must 
do so only in designated play 
areas. 


Board member George W. Fis­ 
cher, who suggested the order, 
said he had had several reports 
of damage done by the young­ 
sters, both to the schools and to 
properties adjacent to the schools.

AU shots, plus boosters, will be 
given. Ben Ezra reminded those 
interested that the second shot 
should follow the first by one 
month. The third is due seven 
months to one year after thor sec­ 
ond. Boosters are due yearly. 
Pre-school children are hardest 
hit by polio Ben Ezra cautioned.

They 
are free to those unable to pay. 


U. S. Resumes

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States today resumed nu­ 
clear testing for the first time 
since 1958 with an underground 
explosion in Nevada at I p.m. 
EDT. 
President Kennedy announced 
the U.S. test resumption in a spe­ 
cial White House statement. He 
again called on Russia to nego­ 
tiate a test ban agreement. 
The White House said the Neva­ 
da blast was “ low yield” and pro­ 
duced no fallout.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy declared today the 
United States will not negotiate 
with the Russians on Berlin under 
threat or ultimatum but expres­ 
sed belief that a “mutually ac­ 
ceptable” solution of the crisis 
can be reached. 


In a message to the neutralist 
nations which met recently at 
Belgrade, Kennedy also served 
notice he would not meet at the 
summit with Soviet Prem ier Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev until extensive 
lower * level spadework shows 
there is a “reasonable chance of 
success.”

One woman told of a visit to 
a Valley Forge resident who has 
had in operation for several years 
a $12,000 fallout shelter. 
Plans and specifications for fall­ 
out shelters are contained in var­ 
ious 
government 
publications 
prepared by federal Civil 
De­ 
fense officials. These booklets are 
available from local CD head­ 
quarters and officials who issue 
building permits. 
All Lower Bucks municipalities 
require building |x*rmits 
before 
fallout shelter construction may 
begin. 
Fails 
and 
Middletown 
Township do not require a per­ 
mit fee. Other municipalities el 
ther require a fee or are now in 
the process of eliminating the 
fees. 
.Shelter Construction 
Building and zoning officers ex­ 
ercise a good deal of control over 
fallout shelter construction. They 
may demand that plans tie sub­ 
mitted ami that plans conform to 
recommended 
federal 
specifica­ 
tions before they will issue a 
permit. 
There are no laws, federal. 
state, county or municipal, now on 
the lx>oks that require fallout shel­ 
ters to tx* built according to a sd 
of specifications. 
During a recent Falls Township 
School Board meeting, someone 
suggested a fallout shelter be built 
at the same time a new elemen 
tary sch<x)l at Nassau Estates, 
now in the planning stage, is con 


cr times. This proposal was taken 
under advisement by the board 
members. Cast figures for such a 
project are not now available. 
Many Critics 
Fallout shelter construction has 
many critics, most of whom also 
criticize the entire Civil Defense 
program 
Some of these critics claim em­ 
phasis on fallout shelter construc­ 
tion is a negation and rationaliza­ 
tion of the real problems facing 
the United States, its friends and 
those we claim are not so friendly. 
People feel a sense of helpless­ 
ness at the plethora of propagan­ 
da, misinformation and lack of in­ 
formation about the world situa 
tion as it relates to war and Civil 
Defense, the critics say. They 
!>oint out people feel there is noth­ 
ing they can do about the world 
situation. Building a fallout shelter 
is something tangible and some­ 
thing they can do, if they can af­ 
ford it, the critics state. 
Some Questions 
Here are some of the questions 
and points raised by critics: 
There is disagreement and con 
troversy over the effects of nu­ 
clear fallout and as to how' much 
radioactivity is acceptable to hu 
mans, Statements by CD officials 
that persons would only hav<. to 
stay in a shelter for two weeks is 
also o|**n U> question. 
Another problem is getting into 
the shelter. Homes could collapse 
around basement shelters or over 
underground shelters, imprisoning 
those who sought safety below.
